The Bay St. Louis Jaycee Com- 
munity Development Committee 
headed by chairman Tom O. Logue, 
sponsored a public meeting Mon- 
day night at the courthouse to 
discuss the possible renovation of 
the present courthouse or build- 
ing a new one. 

Sheriff Gerald Price and Tax 
Assessor George Heitzmann told 
of the present cramped condition» 
and of the need of repairs to the 
courthouse at the present time. 

Fred Wagner, architect, gave 
a rough estimate of the cost to re- 
pair just a part of the bottom 
floor offices and the addition of 
some resirooms. Three years ago 
the estimate was given at $150, 
000. 

Mr. Wagner said he had just re- 
turned from Franklinton, La., and 
had visited a courthouse complet- 
ed a year ago at a cost of $450, 
000. This amount excluded the jail 
and cost of the land on which it 
was located. 

Based on Mr. Wagner’s esti- 
mates, one citizen was of the 
opinion it would cost as much to 
completely renovate as it would 
cost to build a new one. 

A number of other citizens voic- 
ed their opinions on what should 
be done and how it may be achiev- 
ed. g 

Some of the suggestions were 
annexing the courthouse on pro- 
perty located on Court Street. Ac- 
quiring additional property East 
or West of the courthouse for ad- 
ditions to the courthouse or for 
more parking space. 

Building additions on all sides 
of the present courthouse, except 
the front, out to about 20 feet 
from the present streets and mak- 
ing horizontal parking places with 
the 20 additional feet. 

It was also suggested that all 
employees park away from the 
area to provide more parking 
space for the public. Another sug- 
gestion was that Main Street be 
made one-way, running East and 
Court Street running West, with 
Gex and Cue Street running one- 
way correspondingly to enable 
traffic to slow clockwise around 
the courthouse.

He emphasized that the informa- 
tion on payment applications is to 
be supported by adequate records 
on the sales. For instance, pro- 
ducers’ sales records for shorn 
wool should show name and ad- 
dress of buyer, date of sale, name 
and address of producer, net 
weight of wool sold, and net pro- 
ceeds to producer after normal 
marketing deductions. 

Payments to producers for the 
1962 marketing year will follow 
the same methods employed for 
previous years. Shorn wool pay- 
ments will equal to a percentage 
of each producer’s cash returns 
from wool sales. The percentage, 
to be announced later this year - 
will be that required to raise the 
national average price received 
by all producers for shorn wool 
during the marketing year up to 
the incentive price of 62 cents per 
pound. 

Lamb payments will be made 
to each producer who sells lambs 
that have never been shorn. The 
vayments will be at a rate per 
hundred weight of live animals 
marketed to compensate for the 
wool on them on a basis compar- 
able to the incentive payment per 
sound of shorn wool. 

Mr. Haynes reminded growers 
that the 1963 marketing year will 
be a 9-month one - extending 
"rom April 1 of this year through 
“ecember 31, 1963. After 1963 
“he marketing year will be a 12 
month calendar-year basis, in line 
with recommendations by produc- 
ars. Payments for 1963 and later 
marketing years, therefore, will be 
made beginning in April following 
‘he closé of the year rather than 
beginning in July, as for 1962 and 
wevious years.
